But far more important 
are the measures which have actually 
been passed, and as to these measures 
I wish to reiterate that they arc not 
Im portant In a merely partisan sense, 
but are im portant lw cause tney snb- 
Berve tlie welfare of our people as a 
wuole, of our nation as an 
entirety. 
They are important because those who 
enacted them Into laws thereby showed 
them selves to be fit representatives of 
*U good Americans. 
Panam a Banal. 
In affairs outside of our own country 
o u r great work has been beginning to 
dig the Panam a canal. Tlie acquisition 
o f the canal strip was due to the initi­ 
ative of congress: and the fact that 
the work thereon is now being done In 
the 
most thorough and 
satisfactory 
fashion is due to the action of the 
ptvsoj.it congress at the session just 
clovsed. 
Only this action rendered the 
work possible, and the heartiest ac­ 
knowledgem ents are due to the far-sae* 
tng patriotism of those who thus made 
It possible. 
The digging of the Paua- 
ma canal is the colossal engineering 
font of all the ages. 
No task as greai 
« of the kind has ever been undertaken 
by any other 
nation. 
The interests 
banded together to oppose it were and 
are num erous and bitter, and most of 
« them w ith a peculiarly sinister basis 
for their opposition. 
This sinister op­ 
position rarely, indeed, ventures open- 
• iy to announce its antagonism to the 
canal as sm b. 
Sometimes it takes the 
form of baseless 
accusation 
against 
hie managem ent, and of a demand for 
an Investigation under circumstances 
-wftrch would mean 
indefinite deJay.

unthinking of standing in extrem e op­ 
position to them. 
But this is precisely 
w hat the present congress has done. 
Instead of enacting 
anti-trust 
laws 
which were either 
so vague or 
so 
sweeping as completely to defeat their 
own subjects, it has given us an in­ 
terstate commerce law- which will en­ 
able rs to exercise In thorough fashion 
a 
supervision over the 
common-car­ 
riers of 
this 
country. so as. 
while 
scrupulously safeguarding their proper 
Interests, to prevent them from charg­ 
ing excessive rates: to pr*vs*ot theif 
favoring one man at the ex i mu i so of a 
weak man: and require them to be 
fully accountable to the public for the 
service which, to their own- profit, they 
render the public. 
The previous con­ 
gress. by the enactm ent of the Elkins 
law and by tlie don Mon of tin* depart­ 
ment of comnut * * rod labor. In ‘hiding 
tue bureau 
*«f <-orporatlons. bad on- 
aided us to make great strides in ad­ 
vance along the path of thus bringing 
bie use of wealth In business under 
the supervision and regulation of the 
national 
government 
for, in 
actual 
practice, it has 
proved a sham 
and 
pretense to say that the several states 
can thus supervise and 
regulate 
it. 
The strides taken by the present con­ 
gress have been even longer in the 
right direction. 
The enactm ent of the 
pure food bill and the passage of the 
bill which rendered effective the con­ 
trol of the government over the meat­ 
packing industries are really along the 
same general line as the passage « if 
the interstate commerce law. and are 
second only to it in importance.

Ri.m that has Just closed, an employers’ 
liability law was m.acted which puts 
the national government in its proper 
place as regards such legislation. 
An 
eight-hour 
law was 
already on 
the 
statute books: 
but. as is almost 
in­ 
evitable with such laws, there was it 
first great confusion as to whose duty 
it was am ong the different public ot- 
ftcials to 
enfore it. 
Tins confusion’ 
has now been remedied and the law is 
in process of 
thorough 
enforcement. 
If this enforcement dem onstrates the 
neetl of additional legislation to make 
this eigh-hour hiw 
effective, I 
shall 
ask for *uch legislation. 
1 may add 
that next year 1 shall ask congress to 
put in the jreriuaueut form of law tlm 
provision I have made by 
executive 
order for securing to the wage w ork­ 
ers under the government 
lvilf-holi-j 
days during the summer months, bisr 
as regular holidays are now secured 
by law for th« * salaried clerical work­ 
ers in tlie classified service. 
No con­ 
gress has ever more cl arly shown its 
practical am>r elation of the fact that 
w elfare of the wage-workers, and the 
welfare of th** tillers of the soil, make 
the real basis of the welfare of the 
nation ¡is a whole. 
Me will d*> every­ 
thing that can be done to further the 
interest of the farm er and tin* wage­ 
worker; and this declaration is sub­ 
ject only to one 
reservation—which 
Is. that for no man. and no Ivody ot 
men. will 
we do anything that 
is 
wrong. 
Urges Square Deal for All. 
Our const « nt aim is to <4o justice to 
every man, ynd to treat each man as 
by his own actions In* shows that ha 
deserves to be treated. 
We favor tha 
organization of labor, as we favor th<3 
organization of capital: but on condi­ 
tion that organized labor and organized 
capital alike act in a spirit of Justice 
and fair dealing, and with due regard 
to both the letter and the spirit of the 
law. 
We heartily favor 
trades un­ 
ions. and we recognize in them, as in 
corporations, when properly conducted* 
indispensable instrument« in the econo* 
mi« * 
life of 
the present day: 
but 
where cither type of organization is 
guilty of abuse we do not propose to 
weaken tbe remedial 
powers of the 
government to deal with such abuse. 
We are auxhm* to help, alike by law 
and by ex« -uttve action, so far as

union, and,

DOING THINGS IN SAN DOMINGO 


Rebels A ttack Monte C ristt and Steal 
Im portant Docum ents—Forced 
to Fly. 
Cape H aytien, Oct. 8. «— Genera 
Jican Jim Inez, a nephew of ex-Presi­ 
dent .Timinez, attacked Monte CrlstL 
He took advantage of the panic that 
resulted to cuter the H aytien consulate 
and secure 
im portant 
archives and 
documents, but w as forced to fly be­ 
fore superior government forces. Dur­ 
ing the skirm ishes the Insurgent gen­ 
eral, Rodriguez, was captured by th# 
government troops and imprisoned. 
The rebels are furious at the au­ 
thorization accorded 
the 
Dominican 
government by Hnyti to debark troops 
on Haytfen territory, and in retaliation 
have killed many Haytiens 
on 
the 
frontier. 
The Haytien cruiser Nord 
Alexis has arrived here to take the 
governor of the city on a tour of inves­ 
tigation.

of men whose eapital multiplies their 
power and Importance In the business 
rvorhl many fold. The influence of this 
feeling is at present especially mani­ 
fest In tlie increasing demand for the 
enactment of laws, 
municipal, 
state 
and national, which have for their ob­ 
ject an enlargement of the powers of 
government 
control 
commensurate 
with the enlargement of the power and 
influenr» ex ercised by wealth in the 
industrial organization of society . 
To 
some, 
this 
tendency 
appears 
fraught with danger. 
By a few only 
is it accepted as tlie necessary corol­ 
lary of our advancement from the old 
form of independent and isolated busi­ 
ness enterprises to the present highly 
organized and interdependent forms of 
business enterprise. 
In this transition we are too apt to 
look upon the new conditions and the 
new legislation 
which 
accompanies 
them, as manifestations of the danger­ 
ous predominance of the ultra-radical 
and ex treme classes of society . 
The 
opinion is too easily formed and as­ 
serted that the origin of this legisla­ 
tion is to he found in the public dis­ 
trust which is engendered by the opera­ 
tion of the adventurous 
soldier 
of 
fortune, 
the Napoleon of finance, the 
reckless speculator or the promoter of 
shaky and unsound Industrial 
enter­ 
prises. 
And it is but natural 
that 
honest business 
men should 
be in­ 
censed that opinions derived from 
distrust thus 
engendered should 
transferred to tlie conservative 
ana 
prudently managed business concerns 
of the country , which, of course, over­ 
whelmingly preponderate. 
Rut though 
there may bo no necessity for subject 
lug the sob« » r and conservative busi­ 
ness organizations of the country to 
government espionage suitable only to 
unsound or dishonest business 
meth­ 
ods, y et. there Is. on the other hand, 
no justiflcation for regarding all gov­ 
ernment regulation as the product of 
the agitator and tlie demagogue, who 
Incite the crude thinking, the envious 
and the unthrifty to action which en­ 
dangers the security of all property . 


A ppeal » 0 Sober Sense. 
The daniogogue and 
the 
agitator, 
whom we have alway s with us, 
are 
real perils and their baleful influence 
can only be met bv an appeal to the 
sober sense of the great masses of the 
people. 
And this appeal 
cannot be 
successfully made by those who are 
opposed to the necessary ex tension of 
government regulation. * because 
the 
need of such regulation is obvious and 
Is felt and recognized by the communi­ 
ty . 
I lie opposition of 
those whose 
business is properly subject 
to 
gov­ 
ernment supervision and 
control, to 
legitimate regulation, play s 
into 
the 
hands of the ex tremists. 
Persistence 
in this opposition r in have hut one 
result—-a tendency to substitute, for 
the idea of 
government 
supervision 
and regulation, the va of government 
ownership 
! he business men and bankers of 
the community cannot 
afford to 
be' 
silent upon a subject so vital to their 
Interests. 
They cannot afford to ahan- 


B uH iness M en M ust A ct. 
This I deem the plain duty of every 
man of intelligence, whatever his spe­ 
cial lint* of business. 
If he himself 
will not offer suggestions for its prop­ 
er regulation, those less competent to 
do so, those who feel the need of reg­ 
ulation but 
can throw no light upon 
the nature or ex tent of it, and those 
who are controlled by mercenary mo- 
tlvesr—will do it for him. 
The performance of so manifest a 
duty Is a cry ing need of our times. 
And y et, what have the bankers done
